Sub : Amendments to Rule 39, 40 and 11 of POIF Rules. 

No. 23-1 /92-L1.—The following further .itvsendn cuts to 
existing rule 39, 40 and -U oi POIF Rules will he carried 
out and will come into effect from 1st January, 1997. 

1. Existing Note 2—below rule 39(3)(i) shall be substi¬ 
tuted by the following :— 

Note-2 : The Chief Postmaster General however has the 
discretionary powers in special cases to allow ex- 
gratia payment of the value of n policy or a 
part thereof provided that he is personally satis- 
lied that there hast been no deliberate infringement, 
of POIF Rules with the obect of using the insurance 
fund in a manner adversely affecting its interest and 
circumstances, warranting payment of policy money. 

2. The words The Director General of posts or” appear¬ 
ing in first line of Rule 41(i) and the words “on his behalf 
‘ appearing in second line and the words.” The DG posts 
or “appearing in tenth line of Rule 41 (i) of POIF Rules 
shall be deleted. 

3. Similarly, the words “The Director General or" appear¬ 
ing in first line of Sub rule -1 of rule 41 and the words “The 
DG Posts or" appearing in line fifteen of the rule ibid shall 
he deleted. 

4. With above indicated amendments to Rule 39 & 41, 
the powers stands delegated to Head of circle and the cases 
relating to policies treated as void or cease to be active 
in terms of rule 39 fi) & 40 (i) respectively will not be 
referred to this Directorate for ex-gratia sanction. The 
Heads of circle will be personally exercising these powers 
and will not further delegate it to subordinate officers work¬ 
ing under them. A new' sub rule (5) vill be inserted after 
sub Rule (4) under rule 41. as under:;— 

(5) Settlement of maturity and Death claims 

The following guidelines will be strictly observed by the 
Head of circle "before ex-gratia sanction is granted as per 
Note 2 below rule 39(3)(i). 

(i) (a) If a policy has lapsed under Rule 39 and 40 
of POIF Rules in Pay recovery cases, the 
reasons for NCs such as whether intimation of 


Pay recovery to PAO/HO vvas sent in time 
and if not the reasons for not sending such 
intimation and delay if any will be identified— 
Whether NCs occured due to switchover from 
cash to pay recovery or vice versa, Whether 
pay was drawn hy the insurant during NCs 
period or not ? 

(b) In case of cash policies reasons for ‘Non¬ 
credits’ will be analysed keeping in view the 
date of issue of P.H. iBook and the reasons 
as to why insurant could not deposit premiums 
in cash. The result of analysis will be re¬ 
corded. 

(ii) (a) Tn case of death due to Accident, Death certifi¬ 
cate Postmortem report and copy of F.I.R. 
must be obtained and should be submitted by 
the claiment or his/her legal heir alongwifh 
the death claim case. 

(b) In case of sudden death, the death certificate 
and report of the Doctor who had last attended 
the insurant must be submitted hy the claiment 
or Legal heir. Reasons for not taking the 
insurant to the Doctor in case of death due to 
some disease should be enquired in detail and 
the result will he recorded. 

(c) Cases of early death i.e. Before completion of 
3 years from date of Acceptance of a policy 
will be investigated thoroughly to enquire if the 
insurant while submitting the proposal had 
suppressed material information which other¬ 
wise would not have allowed the proponent to 
he eligible for PLI and it should he examined 
whether insurant was suffering from any disease 
prior to taking of a policy. Whether there 
was any deliberate attempt on the part of 
DOs/FOs/Agent to insure sub-standard life 
or to cause loss to Fund balance. Whether 
cause of death had any relation to the disease 
which came to light during such investigations. 

Head of circle after satisfying with the guidelines pres¬ 
cribed above, may sanction Maturity claim or Auto paid-up 
value or death claim as the case may he.
